MRS, STILLMAN A BEAUTY. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Stillman 
is described generally as ‘a beautiful 
daughter of a beauty.“ Her mother 
was Mra. James Brown Potter, cele- 
brated actress, whose own affairs 
commanded much publicity years 
ago. Mrs. Stiiman was born in New 
York on Dec. 24. 1879. Her mother 
was born in New Orleans. When the

GAINS IN CHICAGO. 


THIRTY-ONE DEATHS ARE NOT- 
ED IN FIRST ELEVEN WEEKS 
i OF THIS YEAR. 


DisPaTca.| 
CHICAGO, March 13.—Encepha- 
litis lethargica, the mysterious dis- 
ease that causes its victims to sleep 
for days and sometimes weeks be- 
fore their deaths, killed thirty-one 
Chicagoans during the first eleven 
weeks of 1921, accqrding to the city 
health records. ; 

This represents an increase of ap- 
proximately 300 per cent in the 
death rate as compared to 1920, 
when forty-nine deaths were re- 
ported during the entire twelve 
months. 

The record of the sleeping sick - 
ness told in cases and deaths for 
1919, 1920 and the first eleven weeks 
of this year is as follows:

1921 (11 weeks) ... 113 31 


In 1918 not a case of the disease, 
which physicians find it difficult to 
diagnose and treat successfully, was 
reported.

BRITAIN REDUCES 
NAVAL ESTIMATES. 


CUT OF £10,000,000 TO BE Ax. 
NOUNCED; CAPITAL SHIP TO 
BE MAIN UNIT. 


(ST AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, March 18.—Navy esti- 
mates for 1921-22, to be announced 
tomorrow, will show a reduction of 
possibly £10,000,000 on the net es- 
timate for the last fiscal year, 
which was £84,372,400, according to 
the forecast the political corre- 
spondent of the London Times. He 
understands the government has de- 
cided in principle that the capital 
ship must continue to be the main 
unit of the fleet. 

The correspondent says there are 
now thirty-eight capita] ships, while 
eight are obsolescent if not obsolete, 
and adds it is regarded as uneconom- 
ical to man such ships with expen- 
sive, highly trained personnel; con- 
sequently these eight are expected 
to be scrapped. The government, 
he says, considers the remaining 
thirty capital ships constitute for 
the present an adequate basis for 
the maintenance of the one-power 
standrad. 

“But, as at least four will need 
to be replaced,” the forecast contin- 
ues, “the construction of four Ves- 
sels will eventually be necessary.” 
The correspondent refers to the 
estimates as embod a compar- 
atively moderate building program 
and says it would hardly be possible 
to spend more than {1,000,000 on 
each new battleship laid down. 
Commenting editorially, the Times 
hopes the forecast expectation is 
“not illusory, for nothing is more 
certain than that this country and 
the dominions cannot bear the 
heavy burden of any new competi- 
tion In naval armaments. 

“The decision to replace obsoles- 
cent and obsolete warships of the 
first class by new battleships and 
battle cruisers,” it adds, is not a 
final pronouncement on the capital 
ship controversy. 

“It means only,” it says, “that the 
‘case against the great ship is not 
proven.”

Mme. Jenny Twitchell Kempton, 
dean of women musicians in Cali- 
fornia and Internationally famous as 
a contralto sainger, died yesterday 
efternoon at the home of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Roth Hamilton, 671 South 
Ardmore avenue, at the age 
of 85 years. During her career she 
was acclaimed by rulers of the Old 
World, Queen Victoria, Napoleon III 
and Empress Eugenie and Victor 
Immanuel, and by eminent men of 
the New World, Lougfellow, Lowell 
and Holmes. Lovers of music of all 
ranks on two continents delighted to 
honor her. 

Mrs. Kempton was born Oct. 4, 
1835, at Dublin, N. H., the daughter 
of Reuben Twitchell, who was later 
bandmaster of Gen. Sherman’s army 
in the march to the sea in the 
Civil War. She was sent to Boston 
when a child for voice culture and 
developed as a singer and as an in- 
dividual so rapidly that at the age 
of 14 she created the contralto part 
in the oratorio, “Elijah,” with the 
Boston Handel-Haydn Society, the 
largest organization of i kind 
in the new world.

‘MUST GO TO GRAND JURY. 


So Says Trustee Who Helped Oust Rabbi; 


Blackmail Avers Gardner. 


Charging that Rabbi G. Gardner 
of the Talmud Torah synagogue on 
Boyle Heights sold wine indiscrim- 
nate and obtained it in large 
quantities through a percentage ar- 
rangement with “certain persons 
connected with the prohibition en- 
forcemént office,” Joseph Jacobs, 
2233 Brooklyn avenue, a trustee of 
the synagogue announced yesterday 
that the matter would have to be 
taken to the Federal grand jury be- 
fore he would be satisfied. 

Mr. Jacobs made his statement in 
reply to Rabbi Gardner's assertion 
that he had been ousted from the 
synagogue because of his inability 
and unwillingness to supply wine in 
quantities demanded by certain 
members of the congregation. 

“It was not the drought that cost 
the rabbi his job,“ sald Mr. Jacobs, 
“but the wetness. Far from de- 
manding too much wine the congre- 
gation did not want any at all. 1 
have been told that he was able to 
get all the wine that he wanted 
through the prohibition officers and 
that he paid to some of them 28 
cents a gallon for their assistance. 

SAYS HE SOLD WINE. 

“Furthermore, he constantly vio- 
lated the law by selling wine indis- 
criminately. I know that he was sell- 


ing wine to nonmembers because | head 


he sold it to me when I was not a 
member of his congregation. It is 
the law, as I understand it, that he 
is to give away wine, but he actually 
sold it to me.

The downpour, which has pre- 
vailed for forty-eight hours, is gen- 
eral over the State, except in the 
Imperial Valley, where no rain was 
reported yesterday. The forecast 
for today is more rain.
